. Tissandier, the idon of employjng. these 
machines to propel air ballooys. Thoy 
can be ‘naed in’ connection’ with Mr. 
Planté’s secondary conples, which store 
a large amount of olectric energy -and 
weigh rolatively little Such a moton 
posseeses great advantages. There is 
no danger of firing the volume of hy- 
drogen above, and it has a> -constant 
weight, thero being no decrense by 
combustion. 

In making his oxperimont M. Tissan- 
* dior employed a small oblong . balloon 
ending in conical points, ‘his balloon, 
which is like thatused by M. Giffard, 
is 3m. loag by 1.30 m. in diameter, 

- and bus a volume of about 2,200 litres. 
Inflated with pure hydrogen it haa an 
‘ascensional force of 2 kilogrammes. 

It is worked by a small electric 
motor resembling the Siemens dynamo, 
and woighing 320 grammes, This 
works a light, propeller 40 inches in 
diametor. This inotor is suspended 
below the balloon, and will propol the 

- balloon fur several milos with a Planté 
element of 220 grammas, while with, a 
secondary couple weighing L. 300 kilo- 
_grammes the duration of its rotation is 
considerably increased, Under these 
conditions the armature turus 65 times
